stock to transact b usiness of life insur­ 
ance, and for such other purposes as 
are authorized to b e connected there­ 
with in case of stock corporations, 
prov ided at least fiv e hundred persons 
hav e sub scrib ed to b ecome memb ers 
therein in the aggregate amount of 
one million dollars to b e Insured upon 
iheir liv es, and shall hav e each paid 
in one full annual premium in cash 
upon insuranc'e sub scrib ed for, and 
prov ided further that it shall make 
the same deposition with the super­ 
intendent of insurance that are re­ 
quired of stock corporations formed 
for similar purposes. 
The report was presented to the 
legislature 
today, 
accompanied 
b y 
eight b ills designed to carry into ef­ 
fect the recommendations of the com­ 
mittee. 
In a statem ent to newspaper men. 
Senator Armstrong said he hoped to 
hav e them passed b efore April 15th, 
which will defer the annual elections 
in the mutual companies from April 
15 to Nov emb er 15.

stand—for. of course. It is ex plained, 
both the broker and his y et Invisible 
capitalist req uire an Investigation by 
persons of their own nomination, in 
whose Judgment and 
opinion they 
have “confidence.” 
The greater part 
of the fees paid for 
such services 
comes, of course, swiftly and surely 
into the pocket of the clever business 
broker, generally followed by an ap­ 
parently satisfactory report upon the 
property or proposition.

Special to the Democrat 
New York, February 17.—The re­ 
currence of the anniversary of Wash­ 
ington's birth recalls the fact, little 
toown nowadays, that the “Father of 
His Country” was the only man, and 
bis wife the only woman, who ever 
bad the honor of being represented 
ipon United States coin, a distinction 
vhich shows an amount of admiration 
Cor his ability and character, which 
might 
be had so chosen, have made 
him the first American king, instead 
of our first president. 
The Martha Washington coin was 
& haif-cent, issued with the George 
Washington cent in 1783, at the close 
of the revolution. Upon the obverse 
side of the latter com was a laurel- 
wreathed bust of Washington In uni­ 
form. with an elongated eight-pointed 
«tar and the name “Washington" at 
the bottom. The reverse side bore a 
similar bust and star with the words, 
•Oue Cent," below. This coin and all 
Che other moneys and medals of that 
date hearing Washington's head had 
cLeir origin in England, being issued 
either as tokens or by speculators who 
shipped them to this country to meet 
the demand for an American curren 
cy. 
In 1791 appeared both the large ana 
small “eagle” cents, made in England 
by Hancock, a well-known Birming­ 
ham engraver of the time, and in­ 
tended as patterns for an American

The right to coin money is one of 
the highest attributes of sovereignity;

newer citizens of

During the year 1898-99 the govern­ 
ment sent to Cuba transports hear­ 
ing $3,000,000 in United States cur­ 
rency, carefully guarded by a fleet o 
warships. During the same year the 
Trust Company of America, of New 
York, sent by the more modem metho( 
of express and 
insured 
registered 
mail a still larger sum, without the 
loss of a penny. 
The amounts sen 
by the Trust company supplied prac 
tically the entire commercial demand! 
of the new republic, thus putting the 
Spanish money, with its effigy of a 
sovereign w’ho 
had 
oppressed the 
island for so long, out of circulation, 
and replacing it with a currency bear­ 
ing the emblem of Cuba’s freedom. 
Some of the coins received by the 
Trust company in exchange were more 
than two hundred years old—ancient 
Spanish doubloons, bearing dates of 
the 17th or 18th centuries—commer­ 
cially valuable only as bullion.

Ho w a Cabinet Member Was Persuad 
ed to Discard His J ay Attire. 


Lawy ers every where should warn 
and p rotect their clients and acquaint­ 
ances against the dep redations of a 
class of unp rincip led p romoters and 
so-called “business op p ortunity ” finan­ 
ciers who op erate somewhat ex tensive­ 
ly in New York city and less imp ort­ 
ant financial centers, say s Bench and 
Bar. 
These are they who p retend to p os­ 
sess or be able to control unlimited 
cap ital for the establishment or de­ 
velop ment of “sound” commercial or 
industrial enterp rises, but who m re­ 
ality subsist on advanced fees and an 
unsusp ected share In the charges of 
ex p erts, 
accountants, 
auditors and 
even disrep utable members of the bar, 
with whom the business op p ortunity 
shark is too often in league. The cap i­ 
tal, of course, is never furnished. 
If the “come on” ap p ears to be an 
easy mark, very enthusiastic about 
his p roject, or betray s the p ossession 
of a handy balance in p ocketbook or 
bank, an advance charge is generally 
made by the “broker,” to be deducted, 
of course, 
from 
his commissions 
“when the deal goes tft-ough.” This 
p ay ment is required. It Is affably ex ­ 
p lained, just as an evidence of the ap ­ 
p licant’s good faith, or as p roof of 
his confidence in his enterp rise, or to 
defray initial ex p enses of some sort 
or other—any thing that is credible or 
even swallowable under the circum­ 
stances. 
Then begin charges for audits and 
ex aminations by 
“ex p erts,” as ex ­ 
orbitant as the subject,- who by this 
time has p robably 
told every thing 
about himself 
and 
his affairs, can 
stand—for, of course, it is ex p lained, 
both the broker and his y et invisible 
cap italist require an investigation by 
p ersons of their own nomination, in 
whose judgment and 
op inion they 
have “confidence.” 
The greater p art 
of the fees p aid for 
such services 
comes, of course, swiftly and surely 
into the p ocket of the clever business 
broker, generally follow’ed by an ap ­ 
p arently satisfactory rep ort up on the 
p rop erty or p rop osition. 
The nex t step is p robably to sug­ 
gest the incorp oration of a comp any , 
if the ap p licant has not incorp orated, 
or to p rop ose a bond issue if he has, 
or the consolidation of tw’o or more 
comp anies if several are involved, or 
a fabulous increase of cap ital stock 
—any thing that requires the services 
of a lawy er. 
Here again the broker 
naturally nominates his own attorney , 
a liberal fee is p aid In advance by the 
victim and divided between the con­ 
sp irators as soon as the check can 
be rushed to the bank. After every ­ 
thing that the avarice and ingenuity 
of the “business broker” can devise 
has been done to sep arate the seeker 
after cap ital from what little ready 
money he has, the cap italist, who 
either has not 
materialized to the 
victim or has been imp ersonated by 
a dummy , loses his money in Wall 
street, dies, changes 
his mind, or 
something 
else 
most unfortunately 
and unex p ectedly hap p ens to p revent 
the final 
consumation of the deal.

In the procession were other 
white citizens, who were perfectly 
willing to show the world that here 
was one who had lived a life worthy 
of pu blic recognition and whose hearts 
had been so tou ched by the gentle, 
faithfu l acts of this "old black mam­

bou nd them to this old woman. 
Au ne Mary Marlow said, when she 
was a girl, abou t 12 y ears old. she 
was on a fence near Richmond, Va.,

RESIDED NEAR BOON VILLE. 


Funeral Services Wili Be Conducted 
From the Family Residence 
This Afternoon. 


9 :10 o’clock for Texas, in charge of 
Condu ctor Geo. W. Ferrell, with En­ 
gineer Lon Snow in the cab of engine 
No. 29 9 , collided with a switch engine 
in the north yards at Parsons, Kan., 
at 4:10 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Engineer Snow su stained a fractu re 
of the left arm, and It is feared he 
also su stained internal inju ries, bu t 
ju st how badly he was hu rt was not 
known last night. 
His son, James,

The body of J. W. Bell was drawn 
from a well on the Bell fru it farm, 
fou r miles east of Boonville, abou t 
6:30 o’clock Friday morning by Alex 
Haefner, J. P. Glazier, Robt. Frank­ 
lin and Jos. St. Clair, says an extra 
issu e of the Boonville Democrat. 
Mr. Haefer, who lives on the farm, 
started to the ham abou t 6 o’clock, 
and on the way noticed Mr. Bell’s 
ru bber coat, hat and gloves lying on 
the well p latform. 
He looked into the cistern bu t cou ld 
see nothing. 
He retu rned 
to 
the 
hou se and went to Mr. Bell’s room, 
which he fou nd vacant. This excited 
his 
su sp icion, and 
he notified the 
neighbors, as above. They secu red a 
grab hook, and in 
a few 
minu tes 
p u lled the drip p ing body to the su r­ 
face. 
They secu red a cot from the hou se 
and p laced the body on It, where it 
now lies near the well in the bam lot. 
Coroner Ru ssell was notified and left
